Py prevention, infinite evils have thereby enſued, But before 
all other examples let us conſider that which excells all the reſt, 
derived even from Cod himſelf. Who ſo eſpecially preſerves his 
own ſecrets to himſelf, never letting any man know what ſhould 
happen on the morrow; nor could the wiſe men in ages paſt, 
divine what ſhould beſal us in this age: whereby we. may rea- 
dily diſcern that God himfelf'is well pleaſed with ſecrecy. And 
although (for man's good) the Lord has been pleaſed to reveal 
ſome things, yet it is impoſlible at any time to change or alter 
his determination, in regard whereof the reverend wiſe men of 
ö times, evermore affected to perform their intentions ſe - 
cretly, | | 

Tae firſt thing that Pythagoras taught his ſcholars was to be 
ſilent, therefore (fot acertaio dime) he kept them without ſpeak- 
ing, to the end that they might the better learn to preſerve the 
valuable ſecrets he had to communicate to them, and never ſpeale 
but when time required, expreſling thereby that ſecrecy was the 
rareſt virtue: Would' to God that rbe maſters of our preſent lodges © 
would put the ſame in practice!

members from external injuries, hut to poliſh, the ruſty diſpoſi- 
tions of iniquitous minds, and alſo to detain them within the.

Tightly uaderſtands the art, can poſſibly tread in the irreligious, 
paths of the unhappy libertine, or be induced to follow the ar- 
rogant profeſſors of atheiſm or deiſm ; neither is he to be ſtain- 
ed with the groſs errors of olind ſuperilition, but may have the. 
liberty of embracing what faith he ſhall think proper, provided, 
at all times he pays a due reverence to his c eator, and by the 
world deals with honour, and honeſty, ever making that golden, 
Precept, the ſtandard-rule of his actions. which engages, To 
do unto all men as he would they ſhould do unto him: For the 
craft, inſtead of entering into idle and unneceſſary diſputes con- 
cerning the different opinions and perſuaſions of men, admits.

A Masox is to be ſo far benevolent, as never to ſhut his ear 
unkindly to the complaints of wretched poverty; but when a 
brother is oppreſſed by want, he is in a peculiar manner to liſten 
to bis ſufterings with attention; in conſequence of which, pity 
maſt flow from his breaſt,and relieve without prejudice accord- 
ing to his capacity. 

Tus worthy members of this great and uſeful ſociety, can 
never be too careful in the election of members; I mean, a tho- 
rough knowledge of the character and circumſtance of a eandi- 
date that begs to be initiated into the myſtery of free-maſonry. 

Uro this depends the welfare or deſtruction of the craft; for 
as regularity, virtue, and concord, are the only ornaments of 
human nature, (which is often too prone to act in different capaci- 
ties) ſo that the happineſs of life depends, in a great meaſure, 
on our own election, and a prudent cheice of thoſe ſteps. 

For human ſociety cannot ſubſiſt without concord, and the 
maintenance of mutual good offices ; tor like the working of an 
arch of ſtone, it would fall to the ground provided one piece 
did not properly ſupport another, 

Tur next thing to be conſidered 1s the choice of officers to 
rule and govern the lodge, according to the ancient and whole- 
ſome laws of our conſtitution ; and this is a matter of great con- 
cern, for the officers of a ledge are not only bound to advance 
and promote the welfare of their own particular lodge, but alſo 
whatever may tend to the good of the fraternity in general. 

Tas sro no man ought to be nominated or put in ſuch 
election, but ſuch as by his known ſkill and merit, is deemed 
worthy of perfyrmance, viz, He muſt be well acquainted with 
all the private and public rules and orders of the craft; he 
ought to be ſtrictly honeſt, humane of nature, patient in inju- 
ries, modeſt in converſation, grave in counſel and adyice, and 
(above all) conſtant in amity and faithful in ſectecy“, 

Spcn candidates well deſerve to be choſen the rulers and go- 
vernors of their reſpective lodges, to whom the members are to 
be courteous and obedient, and fram whom they may learn to 
deſpiſe the over-covetous, impatient, contentious, preſumptu- 
pus, arrogant, and conceited pratlers, the bane of human ſo- 
ciety.
